Austin Peay, 51, thrice governor of 
Tennessee. tonight fulfilled an oft- 
expressed premonition that he would 


not live through his final term of of- 


fice. He died shortly after 8 9 cloek 
from the ‘effect of a cerebral hemer- 
rhage. Governor Pegg told close 
friends during an illness in February 
that he believed himself to be making 
his last stand 

More than a month before that. 
however, he had uitered the -predic- 
tion to his warm personal and polit- 
ical friend, Senator Hervey Whuotfield: 
in connection 
Senater Henry Horton, of Lewisburg, 
Marshall county, as speaker of the 
senate, and next in lime of succession 
to the governor, 

Hé declaréd hé could not choose for 
himself a better suecessor, and ex- 
pressed the opinion that the mantle 
would be transferred from bis shoul- 
ders before the end of his term. 

‘Tonight Senator Horton, having mo- 
tored from his home. paid his re- 
spects to the soerrowing family, and 
received official notification from the 
Davidson caunty court clerk, prepared 
to take the oath of office as gov- 
ernor probably tomorrow. 

Body To Lie in State. 

The body of Governor Peay will lie 
in state at the capitol from 9 a. m. to 
4p. m. Tuesday, it was announced to- 
night by Colonel Luke lea, Nashville 
publisher and intimate :friend of the 
governor. <A guard of honor will be 
furnished by the ‘Tennessee national 
guard. Simple publie services will be 
held in the hall of representatives 
Tuesday alternoon, Rev. W. F. Power, 
of the First Baptist church, officiat- 
ing.

THE DEATH OF GOV. PEAY. 


The death last night of Governor 
Austin Peay, of Tennessee, will 
carry shock and sorrow to the peo- 
ple of his state, to his colleagues in 
executive offices throughout the 
nation, and to millions of people to 
whom his admirable character and 
public services have endeared him. 

Conspicuous through the quali- 
ties of manhood and statesmanship 
that caused his people to elect him 
three times successively to the gov- 
ernorship—an unprecedented hon- 
or in the Volunteer state—he at- 
tracted the study and approval of 
masters of statecraft by the wis- 
dom, probity and progressiveness 
of his executive career. 

Governor Peay was 
born in the same locality and from 
the same citizenship as Jefferson 
Davis, but became an ardent Ten- 
nesseean in his young manhood and 
was easily accorded public recog- 
nition and honors as a true and in- 
flexible disciple of Andrew Jackson 
democracy. 

His passing thus suddenly from 
life and official activities will "e the 
occasion of a widespread sorrow 
over the state that he served so 
faithfully and benefited so signally.

Present Prospects Not So Bad. 

It is already manifest that this 
year’s crop, plus the earry over from 
last year, will come near to falling be- 
low the world consumption demand.

It is neither wise nor helpful to 
predict bonanza prices to the mass 
of the cotton farmers. Too many of 
them are not freemen, but are like hop- 
toads under the harrows of debt. They
